COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 13.—(/) 
Ohio primary voters had apportioned 
tonight the state’s 52 important re- 
publican convention delegates—47 to 
a “favorite son” candidate and five 
to Senator Borah. 

This was the unofficial result of 
Tuesday's balloting with less than 
500 of the etate’s 8,579 precincts 
unreported. 

Backed by the state organization, 
the “favorite son” forces supporting 
Robert A. Taft, :£ Cincinnati, appar- 
ently elected eight delegates at large 
and 38 district delegate-candidates, 

Borah won two places in the Ak- 


three other districts. 

Elected delegates, although nominal- 
ly committed to support at the con- 
vention their declared choices, will be 
free to vote as they wish. 

On the democratic side, President 
Roosevelt won unqualified indorse- 
ment in a New Deal “popularity test” 
with Colonel Henry Breckinridge, of 
New York.° It was without effect on 
delegate’s voting or selection. 

Roosevelt had 419,622 votes from 
7.258 precincts while Breckinridge 
polled only 27,137. 

Governor Martin L. Davey triumph- 
ed easily in a democratic gubernator- 
ial contest with Congressman Stephen 
M. Young, of Cleveland, and Charles 
H. Hubbell, of Cleveland. 

A complete tabulation of the pri- 
mary ballot was not expected before 
Thursday. 

The “odds were too great” against 
Borah, said John S. Knight, one of 
the Idaho senator's chief supporters. 

Taft interpreted the result to show 
“republican voters of Ohio are in fa- 
vor of choosing a candidate and writ- 
ing a platform uncompromisingly op- 
posed to President Roosevelt and the 
New Deal.” 

Clarence J. Brown, Blanchester 
publisher, led the “favorite son” slate 
of eight delegates at large with 229.- 
otes in 7,140 precincts. He has

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Commissioner J. A. Ragsdale will 
succeed Dr. Charles. R. Adams as 
chairman of the board of Fulton coun- 
ty commissioners next-year, it was re- 
vealed yesterday afternoon at a con- 


ference of the commissioners following 
a special board meeting. 

Commissioner George F. Longino is 
to receive the position of chairman of 
the important public works depart- 
ment now held by Commissioner Kd 
L. Almand, it was said. 

The set-up for the board next year 
was revealed as Longino considered 
accepting election to the board of pub- 
lie welfare, from which Commissioner 
Edwin F. Johnson officially resigned 
yesterday. 

Under the new plans, Ragsdale will 
assume the chairmanship which would 
have been his in 1935 had precedent 
been followed. Longino would have 
held the chairmanship of the publie 
works department. It is custom for 
the retiring board chairman to take 
that position and the vice chairman 
becomes chairman. 

However, when Dr. Adams, Johnson 
and Almand took office in January of 
1935, holding a majority control of 


ithe board, they did not follow prece- 


dent, naming Adams chairman of the 
board, Almand head of public works, 
and Johnson chairman of the police 
committee. Longino was named chair- 
man of the finance committee and 
Ragsdale headed the juvenile and alms 
committee. 

Both were relegated to a back seat 
and a bitter fight between the two 
factions headed by Longino and John- 
son developed. Grand juries investigat- 
ed county affairs and charges and 
counter-charges during that year. The 
same set-up was carried over into 
1936, Adams setting a precedent by 
remaining in the chairman’s position 
two years. 

Commissioners have patched up 
their differences since Ragsdale and 
Longino were overwhelmingly _ re- 
elected for another four years in the 
spring primary, and factionalism has 
been wiped out. 

Harmony features the monthly ses- 
sions where factionalism used to reign. 
Yesterday's meeting showed the com- 
missioners in apparent accord on coun-

WASHINGTON, May 13.—(?)— 
The senate finance committee was 
definitely headed tonight toward a re- 
vision of the house tax bill, with 
the ultimate form depending upon 
treasury estimates of the revenue 
that may be expected from various 


substitutes. 

A renewed hunt for alternatives 
was undertaken today after Secre- 
tary Morgenthau testified in executive 
session that nearly half the corpora- 
tions which made more than a mil- 
lion dollars in 1934 would have had 
their taxes cut in half or even elim- 
inated entirely under the administra- 
tion proposal for taxing undistributed 
profits. 

Treasury experts at the same time 
countered with an estimate that an 
equal number of these corperations 
would have paid a sharp increase in 
taxes. They asserted more material 
favorable to the administration’s tax 
proposal would be submitted tomor- 
row.

The cost of government in the city 
of Atlanta for 1934 was well below 
the national average for cities in At- 
lanta’s population class; according to 
figures released yesterday by the De- 
partment of Commerce, Bureau of 
Census, Washington. 

Atlanta expended $8,868,054 for all 
government costs in 1934, comprising 
operation and maintenance of general 
departments, operation and mainte- 
nance of public service enterprises, in- 
terest and outlays, the report shows. 

General departments in Atlanta 
cost $26.30 per capita, while opera- 
tion of public service enterprises cost 
$1.57 per capita and interest another 
$2.73 per capita. This pushed the total 

r capita cost for the yune to approx- 
imately $31. 

The lowest per capita cost recorded 
in cities of Atlanta’s class was San 
Antonio, Texas, where only $5,513,107 
was expended for the same services in 
1934. General departments cost $14.21 
there, public service enterprises, 97 


total per capita cost about $22. San 
Antonio’s population was listed: at 
231,542 in 1930.

“George B. Hamilton interpleaded 
in the case and his attorney wae the 
regular attorney for the Fulton Na- 
tional Bank. The Fulton National 
Bank had the largest deposit of state 
funds of any bank in the state. 


“The supreme court decided this 
case in a very short time after filing, 
for the reason that it was one of pri- 
mary importance to the state and to 
the taxpayers of the state.

“Their judgment held that J. B. 
Daniel was the de jure treasurer of 
Georgia and that the banks should 
have paid the money on his checks 
when he was first appointed. 


“On Monday, following the decision 
on Saturday, the three Atlanta banks 
involved, sent certified checks over for 
the amount of money they had on de- 
posit. 

“Some of the Atlanta banks paid 1 
per cent interest on the deposit. This 
1 per cent interest was accepted on 
account, but the banks were notified 
in writing at the time they had re- 
fused to pay the checks of Mr. Daniel 
that they would be charged 7 per cent 
for illegally keeping the state’s funds. 
“On Tuesday, the Fulton National 
Bank phoned Mr. Hamilton that they 
wanted to turn over their guaranteed 
bonds to the state of Georgia.

Mik- 
las’ appointment of Schuschnigg was 
a decisive victory for democracy, but 
it was not-known what stand Aus- 
tria would take if Italy bolts the 
League, as Italy is virtual guarantor 
of Austria’s independence and terri- 
torial integrity. 

It was anticipated in official quar- 
ters that Austria in the future will 
emphasize more friendly relations with 
Germany and consult more often and 


| freely with Great Britain and France, 
to some extent pulling away from 
‘Italian influence. 


An official announcement, however, 
the new government will not 
change Austria’s internal or external 
policies. 

Observers commented that  Star- 
hemberg’s elimination from the gov- 
ernment temporarily will end the ac- 
tive movement to have the Haps- 
burgs restored. On several occasions, 
Starhemberg publicly announced that 
he favored restoration. Other cen- 
tral European countries, have said 
restoration would mean war.

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GEORGIA CROPS SUFFER 
ROM SEVERE DROUTh 


Rain Is Needed in All Sec- 
tions of State, Farm 
Agents Report. 


By the Associated Press. 

Georgia farmers looked hopefully to- 
ward the skies yesterday for relief 
from a drouth which threatened the 
cotton and vegetable crops. 

A heavy shower fell in Thomasville, 
breaRing a three weeks’ dry spell. The 
weather forecast for more rain and 
cooler weather was looked upon favor- 
ably by the farmers, 

Cotton, beans, cabbage, onions, 
squash and other truck was reported 
in bad condition due to lack of mois- 
ture. Commissioner of Agriculture 
'Tom Linder called the prospect 

“gloomy.” 
| “The shortage naturally has helped 
boost prices, but we need rain badly,” 
Linder said. Farm agents throughout 
the state expressed similar opinions. 

R. R. McNamara, manager of the 
Savannah farmers’ wholesale market, 
said the vegetable crop in that sec- 
tion was cut 25 per cent. The city 
passed its thirty-third dry day. 

A third of the cotton around Ma- 
con has failed to come up, County 
Agent D. F. Bruce reported. Another 
third has a poor stand. Much replant- 
ing was in progress. Truck crops 
were spotted. Farmers near Valdos- 
ta complained of dry weather. 

A 60-yer cent reduction in the vege- 
| table yield near Columbus was report- 
(ed by Felix Jenkins, Mnscogee county 
| farm agent. He said the cotton stand 
was 40 per cent normal. 
| Brunswick, where floods recently in- 
' undated hundreds of acres, was sur- 
rounded by dry fields. Serious dam- 
'age to crops was imminent, farmers 

reported, unless rain falls. 

About half the vegetables normally 
| marketed were hold in Albany due to 
dry weather. About 12 per cent of 
the cotton has been plowed under or 
replanted, ——! Agent A. FE. Gib- 
son said. Most of the growing acreage 
has a poor stand.

It is estimated that 6,000 dogs have 
not been registered. Only 2,000 dogs 
have their names on the registration 
books so far tHis year, though in 1935 
the list of names totaled 8,000. 

Owners may obtain city tags from 
any dog and cat hospital at which 
their animal is inoculated, or they may 
buy them from the dog wogan or at 
the city clerk’s office. 

Inoculation is necessary once each 


year. If dogs are inoculated within 12 
months, a certificate from the reteri- 


narian is aM that is required in buy- 
ing tags from the city clerk.

Victims of New-Found Eye Disease 
Live in Weird World of Unreality 


By THOMAS R. HENRY. 
(Copyright, 1936, by North American News- 
paper Alliance, Inc.) 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 13.—A 
newly recognized eye malady whose 
victims live in a twisted world, where 
space is queerly distorted and streams 
may flow up hill, was discussed by 
specialists attending the convention of 
the American Medical Association to- 
day. 
The condition is known as “anisei- 
onia.” 
The image of an object seen with 
one eye is larger than that of the 
same object seen with the other eye. 
In its slighter manifestations it sup- 
posedly causes difficulty in reading, 
especially among children, and severe 
headaches. Where the difference be- 
tween the images is great the exter- 
nal world is sadly messed up. 


Besides its intrinsic importance, the 
malady throws light on the psychologi- 
cal and physiological Lasis of human 
vision. For more than a century, it 
was brought out in the discussion, 
there has been a dispute over whether 
seeing anything as a single object with 
both eyes ie a learned reaction during 
the earliest months of life, or whether 
man has an inborn “space sense” with 
some central representation in the 
brain, 
One Theory. 

Under the first hypothesis, which 
was maintained today by Dr. Edward 
Jackson, of Denver, aniseikonia would 
be self-cured when tae victim estab- 
lished the proper adjustment of visual 
pathways in the brain—just as it was 
Thé condi- 
tion would be troublesome only im- 
mediately after a change of spectacles, 
requiring a new adjustment. 

This stand was strenuously disputed 
by Dr. Adelbert Ames, of Dartmouth 
College, who has heen largely respon- 
sible for the concept of the new dis- 
ease. He prescribes special glasses to 
equalize the size of the images them- 
selves outside the brain. 

Dr. Ames told of striking instances 
among more than 2.000. cases exam- 
ined. One case was that of a college 
girl who could study only a short time 
without violent headache. The size of 
the letters seen with one eye on a 
printed page was much greater than 
that seen with the other eye, causing 
severe nervous strain. After the con- 
dition was corrected, he said, she could 
study for 10 hours without inconven-

This disease is acute infective laryn- 
gotracheo-bronchitis. It ie somewhat

Except for the 
fact that there is ao rash, Dr. Jack- 
son said, the disease would have as 
good a claim to being a disease entitx 
as scarlet fever.

the major malady. It kills by form- 
ing in the bronchial passages a gum- 
my, sticky mucous exudation which 
is too thick for the small child to 
cough up. As a result the victim’s 
breath is shut off and a death similar 
to drowning follows. 
No Specific Strain. 

In every case examined bacteria 
of the streptococcus family were found 
in the throat. There does not seem, 
however, to be any specific strain of 
streptococci. Organisms associated 
with influenza were found in only 5 

er cent of the cases examined by 

r. Jackson and probably were inci- 
dental, 

The disease also attacks adults, but 
these are more apt to keep the throat 
clear by coughing. Also, it was point- 
ed out, there is probably a partial 
immunity developed in adults, 

It has been demonstrated, Dr. Jack- 
gon said, that small children are less 
susceptible to influenza than adults, 
yet they show a heavy death rate 
during epidemics. The probability is 
that most of them died of laryngeo- 
tracheo-bronchitis, which was not rec- 
ognized by the doctor. 

The new disease apparently is one 
of temperate climates and, Dr. Jack- 
son believes, is due in large part to 
the hot, dry atmosphere of houses in 
winter. It is practically unknown at 
any other time. Unless the disease 
is recognized, the child has very lit- 
tle chance, but almost miraculous im- 
provements can be brought about by 
inserting a bronchoscope into t 
throat and removing the heavg, crust- 
ed exudation which is shutting off 
the breath. This may have to be 
repeated several times during a day. 
Complete rest between treatments is 
essential and sometimes blood trans- 
fusions are necessary. 

The disease has been recognized for 
some time in Chicago, it was stressed 
in the discussion by pediatricians from 
that city, and in the past the victims 
have been expected to die. Since the 
use of the bronchoscope was intro- 
duced there have been several dra- 
matic recoveries. 

Post-Walking Ills. 

Many of man’s diseases date from 
the time he started walking on two 
legs, Dr. M. M. Cullom, of Nashville, 
Tenn., told members of the associa- 
tion. . 

This is especially true, he said, of 
the great number of diseases due di- 
rectly or indirectly to infections of 
the sinus cavities in the head. 

“The human animal, Dr. Cullom 
said, “is the victim of a special group 
of diseases from which other animals 
are spared. A rational explanation 
has its basis in the biological fact that 
during a long period of his evolution 
man was a four-footed animal. When 
he walked on all fours with his head 
hanging down, the drainage of his 
sinuses was direct, dependent, and by 
gravity. When he assumed an up- 
right position, the drainage system 
was radically changed. It became in- 
direct and uphill. Then his troubles 
began. ~ 

“We still are operating on sinus 
infected in 1918 and an untold num- 
ber are carrying infection in their 
sinuses which had their origin in that 
epidemic. 

“Perhaps you would say that if in- 
fection is so widespread why does not 
everyone become infected. is 
good and has so ordered that about 
50 per cent of the population is im- 
mune to infection. That is about the 
proportion that held through the in- 
fluenza epidemic of 1918 and I think 
it is about the proportion of immunity 
in other exanthematous diseases ex- 
cept measles, mumps and whooping 
cough.” iene

The body of C. D. Powell, prison

Officers believed 
at least five convicts and two guards, 
held. as hostages, were in the car. 
One convict eseaped 
ice truck, 
whether the other two fugitives were 
fleeing with the ‘eaders in the com- 
mandeered automobile. 

Armed With Knives. 
The convicts, armed with knives, 
seized Powell and Guard Tuck. Cope 
as they lined up for noon roll call.
